rhe greateſt of Tyrants in the baſeſt and beggerlyeſt 
Drudge ies, NoDog can be more ready to run on a Bul 
or Bear at a ſtake,than rheſe Miniſters of miſchief,and 
Inktruments of cruelty, have been fierce to fall on the 
moſt innocent, upon the leaſt beck or nod of the Tyrant : They have 
been ſo far ( as would have become Engliſh-mcn and Chriſtians ) from 
refuſing obedienc* to ſuch Commands as carried not with them the Au- 
rhority of Law and Juſtice,as that they have been ready(even totlre rui- 
ning of mens perſons & eſtates)to execnre ſuch Orde1s as have becn dia- 
metrically oppoſite to both; yea, BY VIRTVE ONLY of their 
vety power and ſtations, have they (0 highly invaded the proprieties of 
thoſe whom their, or their Maſters malice hath been proſecuting, as if 
they had been within no bounds of Law, Reaſon or Refigion , or thar 
there was no account to be given either in this or another world, 

But to proceed to that perſon againſt hom the Batteries of Juſtice

I ſhall nor in this place, yor at this preſent, make mention of the 
Death of Mr, Syndercomgand what he ſuffered in the Tower by bim; the 
Story is roo well known, and will nor ſuddenly be forgotten, I hall 
only urge thar,ro add ro his former cruclcies,the ſaid Lieutenant of the 
Tower did deal moſt bar baroufly and unmercifully with that famous, 
and Reyerend Divine Do&tor fobn Hewyt , who being committed 
ro the Tower upor, the (uggeſtions, and the Jealouſics of the lare decea- 
ſed Tyrant, he ufed all the waycs that poſſibly he could contrive to 
adde unto his Grievances, and would nor grant admittance to many 
Godly and Reycrend Divines who took the paincs ro come and vikic 
him in the Day of his Diſtrefle ; nay he weuld nor ſuffer rhe Honour» 
ble Lady his moſt dear Wife to have acceſs unto him, but only when he 
pleaſed 2 which amongſt many orher almoſt inexpreſlible ſufferings, was 
the occaſion of a grear avd dangerous ficknefſe, which did aMii& him io 
the jeopardy of hts life 2 whereupon petitioning to the ProteRar then 
living, ſhe could nor procure him the liberty of a cleer air, withour 
putting in grear ſecurity,and a guard uponhis perſon, who meant nei- 
thier to right not fly away, Tt were roo Jong in this place ro inſert the 
Injucics with which he-was tormerited a little before his Execution, 
wic: he was preparing himſelf for a betrer world, which were [0 intp ?
